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Olson Tour Party Flies Across English 
Channel; Visits Holland, W. Germany 


* (UBditor’s Note: In last week's

ehannel to Amsterdam and their 
Sightseeing tours in Holland, 
Belgium and West Germany).

* We left England by plane and, 
one hour later, arrived in Hol- 
fand. Everything seemed so neat 
and orderly. Hundreds of bicycles 
Were on the streets, the main 
type of transportation. 

* Our hotel in Amsterdam was 
in Rembrandt Square. The statue 
of the artist, in the center of the 
park-like square, is surrounded 
by blooming tulips and azaleas. 
#& side-walk cafe outside each 
hotel served beer and other 
liquids. There are numerous 
canals running through the city 
Which are used for transporta- 
tion. Much of the city of 800,000 
people has been reclaimed from 
the sea. Drove through Amster- 
dam to Volendam, passing many 
people in wooden shoes. Nearly 
every home had bedding hanging 
from the windows to air. 

We went by boat across the 
Zyder Zee to Marken Island, 
where native dress is worn en- 
tirely. Then, back to Amsterdam 
after a tour of the canals. 

Food was wonderful in Hol- 
land: boiled eggs, cheese, sliced 


meat, fish, bread and coffee for 
breakfast! Fortified by such a 
breakfast, set out for the 


we 
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Hague, capital of Holland. We 
passed the luxurious homes of 
some of the Dutch diamond mer- 
chants. Here again were many 
side-walk cafes. Also, everyone 
on a bicycle; mothers, with sev- 
eral children in baskets over the 
handle-bars and seats, There are 
11,000,000 people .in Holland and 
five and one-half million bicycles. 

We traveled through Rotter- 
dam, rebuilt almost entirely since 
the war, and crossed the Belgian 
border. A mixture of Flemish 
and French is spoken here. Upon 
entering Brussels, we found last 
year's exposition almost entirely 
torn down. Still standing is the 
Atom Monument which will re- 
main for ten years. Nearly all 
the buildings are old, with ex- 
tremely ornate fronts and 
stepped-up roof fronts of the 
typical Flemish design. Most of 
the street signs are in both 
French and Flemish. Wine 
grapes are grown here, all in 
glass houses. 

We passed many American 
Military Cemeteries on our way 
into Leige, the Walloon or 
French part of the country. 
Leige has very narrow streets 
and intresting shops, such as sev- 
eral coffin shops, with the wares 
displayed in the windows. 

We entered Germany, a most 
beautiful and industrious coun- 
try. Our first stop was Cologne, 
the largest city on the Rhine, 
over 2000 years old; over-shad- 
owed by the Dom, or cathedral, 
built in 1248. There was some 
evidence of bomb damage in the 
city, but many damaged build- 
ings and whole city blocks have 
been restored. 

The following day we stopped 
for a while at Bonn. This city 
dates back to Roman times. It is
